Claims 1-16 are currently pending in this application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

Applicant's Information Disclosure Statements, filed on October 11, 2005; 
November 03, 2006 and March 1 1 , 2009 have been considered. Please refer to 
Applicant's copies of the 1449 submitted herewith. 

Response to Restriction/Remarks 

Applicants' election with traverse, the inventions of Group I, claims 1-6 and 11- 
14, drawn to a process of preparing dimethyl carbonate, in response filed on May 14, 
2009 is acknowledged. Applicants' argument that the apparatus used in the preparation 
of the desired product be examined along with the elected invention was found 
persuasive. Therefore, the restriction requirement mailed on April 14, 2009 is hereby 
withdrawn. All the pending claims were examined. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention relates to a process of preparing dimethyl carbonate. The process 
comprises several steps that include a step of recovering the carbon dioxide from 
exhaust gas of a steam reformer and boiler; some of the recovered carbon dioxide is 
then used for methanol synthesis as a raw material for steam reformer; and the 
remaining carbon dioxide is allowed to react with some of the yielded methanol to 
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synthesize dimethyl carbonate. The closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 6,894,080 B2. 
Nothing known in the art anticipates or renders the processes as described in this 
application obvious. Therefore, claims 1-16 are allowable.
